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Alfred the Seventh (Fernand Gra- 
vet) is so bored by royal formalities 
that he takes up residence in gay 
Paris with Count Humbert (Edward 
Everett Horton) and Countess Anna 
(Mary Nash), in charge of his house- 
hold. 

For days and nights he has re- 
mained in an aleoholie haze from 
which nothing can rouse him. Fi- 
nally Humbert and Anna _ interest 
him in a theatrical performance by 
an American company and through 
half-opened eyes Alfred realizes that 
a chorus girl (Joan Blondell) on the 
stage is flirting with him. 

Curious, he invites her to dine with 
him at his apartment, only to find 
that the girl spurns his invitation 
until he personally calls for her and 
escorts her to his home. 

Much to his surprise the King finds 
that this chorus girl is unaffected by 
his regal bearing and has a decided 
will of her own. Noting this. Hum- 
bert and Anna make the girl a pro- 
position to enter upon a professional 
romance to keep the king sober. 
Shortly Dorothy, the chorus girl, has 
the king at her feet and finds him 
most companionable. 

The professional romance develops 
unexpected sincerity and King AI- 
fred proposes marriage to Dorothy. 


FERNAND GRAVET (Grav-vay, with 
last syllable stressed) was born in Brus- 
sels, Belgium, Christmas Day, 1905 — Edu- 
cated at St. Paul’s School, Hammersmith, 
England — Became British marine cadet 
on merchant ships — Then aided father 
as manager of Galleries Saint Hubert in 
Brussels, where mother was distinguished 
character actress — Made his theatrical 
debut as juvenile in “Romance” with Mlle. 
Soria at Athene Theatre, Paris, in 1922 — 
In 1924 returned to Belgium to serve two 
years in army — Became cavalry sergeant 
and expert rider — Entered pictures at 
UFA studio in Berlin, playing in both 
English and French versions — Then did 
several pictures for French-Paramount, 
Paris — Co-starred with Anna Neagle in 
London, in “Bittersweet” — Made many 
other films in Berlin, Paris, and London 
— Met Produeer-direetor Mervyn LeRoy 
in Paris last year and signed personal con- 
tract — Is 5 feet 11, Weighs 145, has 
black hair and changeable brown eyes, 
also fine baritone voice — First American 
picture, “The King and the Chorus Girl,” 
with Joan Blondell, opening on .................. 
atthe <0 -s-se theatre. 


JOAN BLONDELL — New York born is

After seeking the advice of Humbert 
and Anna, Dorothy tells Alfred she 
cannot marry him, for she is already 
engaged to an American.

Awakened from a drunken slum- 
ber when the cafe closes, Alfred ree- 
ognizes the head waiter as the man 
Dorothy was supposed to marry. 
With threats, he obtains the entire 
story of the campaign to assure his 
continued sobriety. 

Next day Dorothy and Alfred meet 
in his home, by accident, and their 
tete-a-tete leads to a private supper 
at which the king again proposes 
marriage. Dorothy, on the verge of 
accepting him, learns that the Kine 
knows of her arrangements with 
Humbert and Anna and, humiliated 
to the point of torture, she runs out 
of the house, hurries to her apart- 
ment and, packing her belongings, 
takes the next boat to America. 

Alfred, however, follows her and 
obtains passage on the same ship, and 
the voyage results in his marrying 
Dorothy as the jovial sea captain per- 
forms the wedding service.

Two items of far more than 
passing importance to motion pie- 
ture audiences are found in the 
announcement that ‘‘The King 
and the Chorus Girl’’ is to be 
presented on the screen of the 
sagas a Theatre beginning ............. 


First, it will mark the American 
debut of Fernand Gravet, famous 
Continental film star. Born in Bel- 
gium, educated in England, a res- 
ident now of France, he is one 
of the ranking sereen idols 
throughout all of Europe. 


Second, ‘‘The King and the 
Chorus Girl’’ is the first picture 
made by the brilliant young War- 
ner Bros. director, Mervyn LeRoy, 
under his new status of producer. 
LeRoy, who now heads his’ own 
unit, has made such successful 
films as ‘‘ Little Caesar,’’ ‘‘ Oil for

The picture is a swift and hu- 
morous romance in which M. Gra- 
vet plays the role of a spendthrift 
young ex-King who, having lost his 
throne and kingdom, turns to the 
gaieties of Paris. Then comes his 
rollicking, trouble-strewn and com- 
plex romance with an American 
chorus girl, played by Joan Blon- 
dell. 


The story, said to be a clever, 
uproarious one, offers Director Le- 
Roy the opportunity for many 
striking scenes. Of course, the 
cinema king must live in royal 
luxury. Joan — being a chorus 
girl — provides the reason for 
scenes of the famed Folies Bergeve 
in Paris, where the dancers per- 
form the twisting, writhing ‘‘can 
ean.’’ Incidentally Kenny Baker 
of radio fame, is the solo singer 
in the Folies Bergere scenes. 


Among others in the cast are 
the inimitable Edward Everett 
Horton as the worried uncle of

Bobby 
Connolly selected his choicest beau- 
ties for the dancing numbers. 


Indications are that Mervyn Le- 
Roy has put every angle of enter- 
tainment into the picture that 
marks his initial efforts as a pro- 
ducer.

‘<The stars in stripes forever,’’ 
is the battle cry of Orry-Kelly, 
famed Warner Bros. style creator. 

His is the job of designing the 
gowns and costumes worn by the 
small army of players on the War- 
ner lot. His latest efforts, this 
time showing the Parisian influ- 
ence, will b2 seen in ‘‘The King 
and the Chorus Girl,’’?

Designers in other fields can 
brighten their costumes with vivid 
colors, can give them life and zest 
through the medium of bright 
tints. But in the movies all colors 
photograph black, white or shades 
of gray, and therefore the adroit 
Orry-Kelly uses other means to 
accomplish the desired effects. 

Hence his slogan of ‘‘ The stars 
in stripes forever.’’ 

‘¢Stripes are tremendously val- 
uable in designing the most effect- 
ive clothes, both for the movies 
and private life,’’ he says. 

‘¢For instance, we use blue and 
white striped crepe to face the 
cascade which reaches from the 
waist to hemline of a navy blue 
street dress for Miss Blondell, 
who plays the chorus girl in the 
film. 

‘‘ Another dress accented with 
stripes has a biege and brown 
pencil striped panel straight down 
the front against a biege pebble- 
erepe background.’’ 

But Orry-Kelly warns women 
not to use stripes in their clothing 
indiscriminately because they can 
do as much harm-as.good. 

‘<The King and the Chorus 
Girl’’ includes in its cast, besides 
Gravet and ‘diss Blondell, such 
prominent players as Edward Evy- 
erett Horton, Mary Nash, Alan 
Mowbray and many others. 


Transcontinental 
Route Leads To 
Fame For Actor 


Edward Everett Horton, one of 
the movies’ most famous come- 
dians, chuckles when he recalls the 
long transcontinental route he 
traveled to get into the films. 

He told the story recently dur- 
ing the making of ‘‘The King 
and the Chorus Girl,’’ the War- 
ner Bros. comedy romance star- 
ring Fernand Gravet, Continental 
screen idol, which opens at the 
ae ere ane PHEALTE SOM 5..cccctsss.

During his legitimate stage ca- 
reer, Horton was appearing in 
Portland. Anxious to remain on 
the West Coast, he telegraphed 
Oliver Morosco, then a Los Ange- 
les producer, offering his services 
on very modest terms. Morosco’s 
secretary bluntly replied that Mr. 
Morosco got his actors from New 
York, not Oregon. 

So Horton continued his travels, 
arriving in New York 12 weeks 
later to learn his agent had ar- 
ranged a Los Angeles engagement. 
Back across the country went Hor- 
ton to become a success there, to 
invade the movies and to climb 
to the top of the cinema ladder. 

In ‘‘The King and the Chorus 
Girl,’’ Horton plays the role of 
the ever worried and perplexed 
unele of a spendthrift, wealthy 
ex-king, portrayed by Fernand 
Gravet. Joan Blondell, as an in- 
dependent, outspoken chorus girl, 
provides the romantic incentive 
for His Majesty, and Alan Mow- 
bray, Luis Alberni and other stel- 
lar players join in the general ex- 
citement and merriment. 

The picture is the first made 
by Director Mervyn LeRoy under 
his new status as a producer.

Born in Brussels, Belgium, 29 
years ago, his parents fled with 
him during the German invasion 
and found safety in England, 
where he was educated and served 
as a very youthful midshipman. 


Following the death of his fa- 
ther, Fernand turned to the thea- 
tre for a means of livelihood and 
played in every European country 
except Scandinavia and Russia, 
where he has visited in a non-pro- 
fessional capacity. 

Now, under personal -contract 
to Mervyn LeRoy, the brilliant 
Warner Bros. director recently 
elevated to the rank of producer, 
he has come to the United States 
to star in his first American pic- 
ture. 

In it, he plays the role of a 
wealthy, fun-loving ex-king who, 
having lost his kingdom, next loses 
his head over a_ spirited, rather 
impudent little American chorus 
girl, a role played by Joan Blon- 
dell. Contributing to the swift- 
paced gaiety are Edward Everett 
Horton, Mary Nash, Luis Alberni, 
Alan Mowbray, Jane Wyman, Ken- 
ny Baker of the radio, and a host 
of others. Bobby Connolly’s shape- 
ly girls do the Parisian ‘‘Can- 
Can,’’? Gravet and others sing spe- 
cially written songs, and Mervyn 
LeRoy has tied it all into a bright, 
humorous package of entertain- 
ment.

It all came about be- 
cause the Belgian military au- 
thorities, eminently practical men, 
had drafted the motion picture 
camera to help in providing Bel- 
gium with a tip-top cavalry force. 

Gravet, a cadet in the national 
cavalry school, was preparing to 
graduate from the course which 
would win him his commission as 
a lieutenant. The camera was set 
up to record his appearance in 
the saddle. 

The film was a slow motion pic- 
ture record of the young cadet 
putting his charger through its 
paces and a record of the way 
the rider used his hands, knees, 
feet and body in controlling the 
horse. 

On the saddle of the prospec- 
tive lieutenant appeared a num- 
bered placard. All that concern- 
ed the cameraman was getting 
the placard and the evolutions 
of the horse and rider in the pic- 
ture. And when the film was de- 
veloped, there was M. Gravet, 
complete save for his head. 

“Tt probably was a good thing 
the camera didn’t catch my face,”

There is a formidable list of directors who excel in dramatic 
productions. And it has been said that never the twain shall 


meet. 


But the versatile young Mervyn LeRoy turns from drama 
to comedy to musical with equal ease — and what is more im- 


portant — with excellent results. 
Recently he was elevated to the po- 
sition of producer, and ‘‘The King 
and the Chorus Girl,’’ a comedy 
romance with music starring the 
Continental film star, Fernand 
Gravet, which comes to the-............ 

18 
his first film as producer for War- 
ner Bros. 

Previous to this, LeRoy directed 
‘<Three Men on a Horse,’’ a 
straight comedy adapted from the 
hilarious stage play with a Broad- 
way run of more than two years 
to its credit. And just before 
that, he made the massive and in- 
tensely dramatic ‘‘Anthony Ad- 
verse,’’? which was selected as one 
of the ten best films of 1936. 

Some clue to LeRoy’s amazing 
versatility may be found in his life 
story. Born in San Francisco, he 
was not quite six when the earth- 
quake and fire wrecked the city, 
and wiped out everything that his 
family possessed. From that time 
on, he was more or less on his own. 

At 10, he was selling newspapers 
outside the Alcazar Theatre, and 
when a small boy was needed for a 
role in ‘Barbara Frietchie’’ he 
was pressed into service. He made 
a hit, and a tremendous urge to 
make good in the theatre had en- 
tered his blood. 

In 1915 at the World’s Fair in 
his home city he got a job as a 
singer, then teamed up with a lad 
named Cooper, and the pair got 
into vaudeville. They toured the 
country for years, eventually get- 
ting up into the high-salaried class. 

Looking ahead, however, LeRoy 
thought that he saw a much bigger 
future in motion pictures than on 
the vaudeville stage, so he got a 
job as wardrobe boy with the old 
Famous Players-Lasky outfit at the 
almost non-existent wage of $12.50. 

Ambitious to get into the acting 
end, he wheedled a job from Al- 
fred E. Green doing a bit in the 
late Wally Reid’s ‘‘Ghost Break- 
er.’’? He introduced several amus- 
ing gags into the picture, and was 
retained by Green as a gagman at 
First National. 

Still looking ahead, he decided 
that he would like to be a director, 
so he pleaded with John Mce- 
Cormick, then a First National 
producer, to give him a chance. 
He was finally assigned to a little 
picture called ‘‘No Place to Go.’’ 
It was a success, and his next as- 
signment was to direct Colleen 
Moore in ‘‘Oh Kay!?’’ 

LeRoy’s manifold experiences 
had served him in good stead, 
and from then on it was clear 
sailing. He directed such tremen- 
dous hits as ‘‘Five Star Final,’’ 
‘‘T Am a Fugitive from a Chain 
Gang,’’ ‘‘Little Caesar,’’ and 
more recently ‘‘ Oil for the Lamps 
of China’’ and ‘‘I Found Stella 
Parish.’’ Then came the previous- 
ly mentioned ‘‘ Anthony Adverse’’ 
and ‘‘Three Men on a Horse.’’ 

But resting on his laurels has 
never been a LeRoy trait. There 
was one more step up the ladder 
that he was ambitious to take, and 
a few months ago, the executives 
of Warner Bros. announced that 
Mervyn LeRoy had been made a 
producer. His first official act 
under his new status was to sign 
Fernand Gravet, who had hitherto 
refused all American offers, to a 
long-term contract.

Most Novel Film 
Contract Is Held 
By Foreign Star 


There are many strange con- 
tracts in Hollywood, but that of 
Fernand Gravet’s probably is the 
strangest. 

The famous Continental star, 
whose first American film, ‘‘The 
King and the Chorus Girl,’’ opens 
atthe aS ee Theatre on 
Se ee , signed the novel 
agreement with Mervyn LeRoy, 
Warner Bros. producer, in Paris 
last summer. 

Gravet had long declined offers 
from Hollywood. Famous in En- 
rope, starred in 27 big produe- 
tions there, he was unwilling to 
go until conditions were right. 

Here are some of the clauses: 

Gravet need not salute distin- 
guished figures while on the set or 
at public functions. He is not re- 
quired to contribute to funds for 
military forces once opposed to 
the Allies. He may re-design or 
alter any military uniforms he is 
to wear. 

And for each clause Gravet has 
a sensible explanation. 

Once while working in Berlin, 
he was sharply reprimanded for 
not giving the Nazi salute to a 
government official. Once he was 
threatened with penalties for de- 
clining to contribute to a Storm 
Troopers’ fund. <A Belgian by 
birth, he refused to aid a military 
system that once had warred with 
his own nation. In the matter of 
military uniforms, he is a recog- 
nized expert, possessing a collee- 
tion of 13,000 accurate miniature 
figures. 

But not a single unpleasant in- 
cident marked the making of ‘‘ The 
King and the Chorus Girl’’ in 
which Gravet plays the role of a 
spendthrift ex-monarch who falls 
in love with an American chorus 
girl, played by Jean Blondell.

By 
using publicity stories, at left, 
you'll be able to let folks know 
where to wait to see him. 


HE TALKS OF LOVE 


Publicity stories build him up as 
a great lover, and you can follow 
up on this by having him give hu- 
morous talks on the subject. Wom- 
en’s clubs and school groups ought 
to go for this, especially when you 
tell them that it’s all in fun. Pub- 
licity story at right will help. 


APPEARS AT STORES 


Stores ought to go for the idea of 
having the king go around giving 
them publicity, and should be 
willing to take co-op ads telling 
folks about it. Good slant would 
be to have the king pick out his 
perfect wardrobe, choosing items 
from each of co-operating stores. 
You'll remember, of course, to 
have him drive from store to store 
in a swanky automobile loaded 
with flunkies, with store managers 
and photographers ready to greet 
him at each one. 


VISITS THE NITERIES 


No need to remind you to have 
him drop in at all the dance spots 
in town. He’s introduced at each 
place, and if he’s talented, you can 
let him do a song and dance for 
the natives. And he can do the 
same at radio station, where he’s 
also interviewed. 


LUNCHES AT CLUBS 


Your king should certainly be 
guest of honor at several club 
luncheons in the course of the 
week. There he can give the men 
his views (gagged, of course) on 
all current problems. 


GIRLS SURROUND HIM 
In all his activities, try to get a 
gang of pretty girls to follow him 
around, wait for him in his hotel 
lobby, etc. It'll give the impres- 
sion that he’s popular with women. 


GAG PROTEST 


Might have a couple of young 
men protesting against the king. 
Angle is that the king, with his 
Continental knowledge of love, is 
taking the local talent away from 
them, leaving them dateless. 


HIS CHORUS GIRL ARRIVES 


As a high spot in your week of 
ballys, you could have a cherus 
girl pop up, and announce that 
she’s the girl with whom the 
king’s in love. It gives you a great 
chance to plug the king and the 
chorus girl angle. 


ATTENDS OPENING OF PIC 


Of course, the climax of the king’s 
visit is when he attends the open- 
ing of your show. Naturally he 
comes in full regal splendor, with 
all the trappings you'd expect. 


SPECIAL BARGAIN SALES 


Co-operating stores can take ad- 
vantage of the publicity and fan- 
fare to run special bargain sales. 
And bus companies offer special 
rates from near-by towns. 


AND REMEMBER 


The success of this campaign, de- 
pends upon the willingness of you 
and your staff to go to town with 
it. It’s a gag, not a hoax, and 
should be handled as such. If ap- 
proached in the proper spirit, civic 
bodies and merchants will fall in 
line, because it gives the entire city 
publicity, makes for jollity and in- 
cidentally brings money into town. 


Would you like to have your whole town talking about your show for an entire 
week? Well then, here’s a stunt that should do the trick. Idea is to have an ex- 
king (one of your own employees if he has talent, will do) visit the city. Pro- 
gram calls for everything a real member of royalty would get. Of course, ev- 
erything is carried out in humorous vein, with the public understanding it’s 4 
stunt, not a hoax. The program is easy to work, and co-operating merchants, 
who cash in on special sales, should bear the major part of the expense. If you
